The effort to 
remove the labor out of the country so 
antagonized the whites that danger 
has been feared for several weeks.

Prof. Henry A. Baaen says: 
"The condltiona east of the Missis- 
sippi river are unquestionably due to 
forest Area, just as in 1871 and 1881. 
The forest Area this year have been 
much more serious than common, ow- 
ing to the drought that has existed. 
The atmosphere haa been very dry, 
and extetids to enormous heights." 

Trof. Cleveland Abbe, of the weather 
bureau, who has made a special re- 
search into thia smoke phenomena. 

"1 began Tuesday a collection of all 
the data the weather bureau has rela- 
tive to the spread of the haze which 
now covers the greater part of the 
United States. 

"Early in July I began to receive re- 
port* of foreat Area, and large areas of 
smoke in Minnesota. Wisconsin and 
Ppi er Michigan. Since then reports 
have come from Lower Michigan, New 
York and Pennsylvania, There la every 
reason to believe that all of the smoke 
haze which now covers the country is 
the result of the diffusion of smoke of 
burning forests nnd crops. 

"This smoke from the forest and 
prairie fires is diffused perceptibly to a 
greater distance than many people im- 
agine possible. About the time of the 
great Chicago fire, there were also 
tensive fires, whose smoke was carried 
astward. and 

was reported 

by numerous vessels in continuous sei 
ies from our Atlantic coast more than 
half way over to Africa. 

'n some parts of the country it has 
i reported that owing to the vari- 
ety of this cloud of haze, injurious 
frosts have been prevented. In other 
parts of the country haze is said to 
have mitigated the heat of the sun so 
have favored, to a small extent, 
the growth of corn and other crops 
especially injured by a long drought."
